IMMUNIZATION: 


Immunization  facilities  are  provided  free  under  the  National 
Health  Service  Act.  195  Children  under  the  age  of  six  years 
received  their  primary  immunization  during  the  year  whilst  11  5 
children  received  further  treatment  to  maintain' their  immunity.

The  National  Assistance  Act,  1948: 


Section  47  of  this  Act  empowers  a  Local  Authority  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Medical  officer  of  Health  to  apply  to  the 
Courts  for  an  order  for  the  removal  to  hospital  or  other  appropriate 
institution  of  persons  found  to  he  suffering  from  grave  chronic 
disease,  being  aged  or  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated  and  livfng 
under  insanitary  conditions,  and  not  receiving  from  other  persons 
proper  care  and  attention. 

The  procedure  for  administering  this  section  has  been  greatly 
simplified  by  the  coming  into  force  of  National  Assistance  (Amendment) 
Act,  195*1?  which  makes  possible  immediate  action  by  a  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  to  safeguard  the  welfare  of  the  aged. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  secure  Orders  for  the  removal  of  two 
elderly  persons  to  hospital  during  1952*  A  further  five  persons 
were  admitted  to  hospital  as  a  result  of  Informal  action.
